President Johnson Leads Nation 
In Paying Tribute to MacArthur 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Tributes have been paid in all 
parts of the country to General 
of the Army Douglas MacArthur 
—called by President Johnson 
“one of the most distinguished 
soldiers in the history of the 
United States.” 
Johnson, ordering the nation’s 
flags flown at half-staff until 
after the funeral next Saturday, 
said MacArthur was “ a living 
embodiment of the code he so 
eloquently 
expressed — duty- 
honor-country.” 
Form er President H arry S. 
Truman, who fired MacArthur 
from all his commands in a dis­ 
pute over conduct of the Kore­ 
an War said he was “ deeply 


sorry at the passing of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, who has 
given of himself with exception­ 
al strength and valor and will 
be remembered as one of the 
great military men in our his­ 
tory.” 
Sen. 
Barry 
Goldwater, 
R- 
Ariz., called MacArthur “one of 
America’s greatest soldiers and 
one of its finest citizens.” 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York, an opponent of Gold­ 
water for the Republican nom­ 
ination for president, said Mac­ 
A rthur^ 
“brilliant 
leadership 
and heroic patriotism were in 
the highest tradition of this na­ 
tion.” 
Form er Vice President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon said MacArthur 


was “ a true giant on the Amer­ 
ican and world scene—liberator 
of the Philippines, architect of 
victory in the Pacific and cre­ 
ator of modern Japan.” 
Tributes also came from two 
other former presidents, Her­ 
bert Hoover, who named Mac­ 
Arthur chief of staff in 1931, and 
Gen. 
Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower, 
who twice served on Mac Ar­ 
thur’s staff. 
Calling MacArthur “ a great 
man, a great general and a 
great patriot,” Hoover said “the 
world is a finer place for his 
having lived in it.” 
Eisenhower said, “Through a 
long 
lifetime 
of 
service 
he 
earned the admiration and re­ 
spect of his fellow citizens and 


the personal devotion of those 
he led in battle.” 
Among the many other mili­ 
tary leaders who paid tribute 
to MacArthur was Fleet Admir­ 
al C h e s t e r W. Nimitz, who 
shared the Pacific command in 
World War II. He praised Mac­ 
A rthur^ “qualities of military 
character, leadership and ad­ 
ministrative skill.” 
Adlai E.Stevenson, U.S. am ­ 
bassador to the United Nations, 
quoting from a speech made by 
MacArthur after the recapture 
of Corregidor in 1945, said: 
“His courage was as high as 
the flag his troops raised: ‘Hoist 
the colors to its peak and let 
no enemy haul them down.’ ”

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Latin Outlook 


Each year on the anniversary of the 
Alliance for Progress United States of­ 
ficialdom takes stock of the achieve­ 
ments and failures. 
Depending upon 
the point of view, the Alliance is gen­ 
erally unequivocally praised or damn­ 
ed. 
State Department officials tradition­ 
ally view any aid program through 
rose-tinted glasses, and Latin aid pro­ 
grams are no exception. 
Congress, 
which has to answer to the electorate 
periodically for the funds it allocates, 
is more skeptical about some of the re­ 
sults obtained with funds already spent 
and more conservative on future ap­ 
propriations. 
Even an objective observer, if any 
remains, would have a difficult time 
assessing the overall effect of the al­ 
liance. The alliance is now entering its 
fourth year and some conclusions, ob­ 
servations and recommendations for 
improvement should be possible. 
When the alliance was launched in 
March 1961, Latin America was in the 
midst of another of its periodic revo­ 
lutionary upheavals. The Dominican 
Republic, Haiti, Venezuela, Argentina, 
Brazil, Bolivia and of course C u b a 
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were undergoing severe political tur­ 
moils which saw constitutional proced­ 
ures and processes torn into so much 
confetti. 
Cautiously, one may point out that 
no such convulsions are now under­ 
way. Cuba remains a despicable dic­ 
tatorship and outpost for communism 
in the Western Hemisphere. But even 
there the wholesale executions h a v e 
slowed to a trickle and Castro no long­ 
er makes any pretense about exposing 
himself to the approval of an electo­ 
rate. 
Political stability is a prerequisite for 
any lasting improvement in producti­ 
vity, living standards, investment cap­ 
ital or any of the other facets of nter- 
national economic cooperation so bad­ 
ly needed. 
This is not to overlook the crisis 
which continues to build up in Brazil, 
and which most certainly will lead to 
disaster if that country’s runaway in­ 
flation and political indecision are not 
soon remedied. Nor is the fact to be 
overlooked that only half of the Latin 
countries achieved an economic growth 
of 2.5 per cent — the minimum goal of 
the alliance — last year.

They’ll Do It Every Time 
By Jimmy Hatlo 


Allergy is the unusual reac­ 
tion of the body tissues in some 
people who are exposed to us­ 
ual or unusual substances. This 
exposure may be to f o o d s , ' 
drugs, inhalants, contactants or 
physical agents like heat and 
cold. 
The substance that an aller-1 
gic individual is sensitive to is 
called an allergen. 
The biological effects of a1- j 
lergens and the reactions they 
produce are highly complicated. I 
For the allergic patient, it is 
sufficient to know that allergy' 
can show itself as hay fever, 
asthma, intestinal disturbances, 
skin hives and in other diffuse 
ways. 
Hay fever is a seasonal form 
of allergy produced by wind- 
borne pollen. Hay fever is the 
general term that applies to re­ 
actions to plants ani trees that 
flourish i * the spring, the sum­ 
mer and the fall. It does not 
mean sensitivity to “ hay” , and 
it is not necessarily associated 
with fever. 
Spring allergies are m o s t 
commonly caused by the tree 
pollen of maples, elms, oaks a 
and birches. 
The symptoms of nasal con­ 
gestion, running nose, repeated 
bouts of sneezing and itching 
eyes are so characteristic that 
the patient almost always know 
his trouble. 
Sometimes it is difficult 
to 
determine the exact offending 
allergen. Doctors often obtain 
Clues simply from the time of 
year in which attacks occur 
Skin testing is useful in de 
termming allergens. A variety 
of techniques is available, each 
carefully chosen for its special 
advantages. 
When a particular allergen Is 
discovered, the patient can be 
de sensitized in one of t h r e e 
ways by small, repeated injec­ 
tions. The in-set son method is 
used while the patient is having 
hay fever symptoms. 
The pre season method of de 
sensitization starts about eight 
weeks before the expected time 
of the onset of symptoms. 
The perennial method consists 
of an all-year-round de sensiti­ 
zation to know offending pollens 
or other allergens.

Recorded 71 Years Ago 


NEW ORLEANS (AP)—Two 
boxers slugged it out in a ring 
tor seven hours and 20 minutes 
in New Orleans exactly 71 years 
ago today. 
Referee John Duffy called it 
a draw—no contest—after nei­ 
ther 
Andy 
Bowen 
nor 
Jack 
Burke threw a punch in the 
110th round. 
The 110-round bout still stands 
as the longest glove fight on rec­ 
ord. 
"There was no way of forcing 
the men to fight,” said Duffy. 
Bowen, 129, of New Orleans, 
and Burke, 130, of Galveston, 
Tex., fought that night for the 
lightweight championship of the 
South. 
Some 8,500 fight fans were on 
hand at the start. Many were 
still there when Duffy ended it 
at 3:45 a.m., although "a num­ 
ber were asleep,” according to 
the Daily Picayune’s account of 
the battle. 
Bowen was a veteran fighter, 
ranked as one of the top light­ 
weights in the South. Burke, 
who broke his wrists in the bout,

MICHIGAN CITY, Ind. (AP) 
—The punch line in “The Crime 
Skit” is a statement by a life- 
term prisoner that his son also 
is serving life in the same 
prison. 
The audience knows this is 
not just an actor’s line. Mem­ 
bers of the cast are 
from the Indiana State Prison 
telling their own stories. 
Ben Lawrence, still under 40 
and doing life for kidnaping, 
tells of his son, under a life sen­ 
tence for 
murder. He says, 
“What I hate most is wasting 
his life.” 
Father and son seldom meet 
in the big prison. 
“The Crime Skit” has a cast 
of five lifers and a young man 
serving 25 years. The show has 
been on the road for six weeks, 
playing at high school convoca­ 
tions, PTA meetings and confer­ 
ences of parole and juvenile of­ 
ficers. It is booked solid through 
May. 


Four guards, whose concern 
is not the theater, make every 
trip with the actors. 
The skit takes place in a cell 
block. The prisoners talk about 
their lives before they were sent 
to 
prison. 
Their 
first 
petty 
convicts! crimes, heir contempt for reli­ 
gion, school authorities and po­ 
lice, the early ages at which 
they dropped out of school. 
Leon Baron, prison public re­ 
lations officer, says pupils’ at­ 
tention to the show is almost 
hypnotic. 
Once a group laughed when a 
lifer, asked whether he went to 
school, replied, “Sure. I went to 
school — in the front door and 
right out the back door.” 
The hilarity ended abruptly as 
the convict barked: 
“Go ahead and laugh. You’ll 
end up here. And anything, even 
starving on the outside, is better 
than this.”

An extensive study for the 
purpose of producing improved 
fire 
fighting 
capabilities 
has 
been launched by the Circleville 
Fire Department. 
A main objective, according 
to Chief Bernard Wolfe, is to 
improve the city’s fire protec­ 
tion insurance rate classifica­ 
tion w h i c h is determined 
through periodical checks by 
the Ohio Inspection Bureau. A 
thorough inspection of local 
facilities was completed late 
last year. 
Chief Wolfe and his personnel, 
using the Ohio Bureau’s com­ 
plete inspection report as 
a 
guide, are reviewing ways and 
means of improving facilities 
and capabilities. The c u r r e n t 
goal is to obtain a No. 7 insur­ 
ance rate classification. 
Insurance rates paid by pro- 
p e r t y owners and business 
firms in the community are de­ 
termined by the classification 
set down by the Ohio Inspection 
B u r e a u . This agency bases its 
decision on the periodical in­ 
spections it makes. 
• * * 
CIRCLEVILLE’S present clas­ 
sification is a No. 8. “T h i s 
rating can be improved if the 
city will take certain recom­ 
mended 
steps,” 
Chief Wolfe 
said. 
High 
on 
the 
priority 
list, 
Wolfe said, w o u l d be an in­ 
crease in department person­ 
nel and the purchase of a com­ 
bination pumper-ladder truck. 
The state bureau’s recommen­ 
dation was to increase the de­ 
partment staff to allow a min­ 
imum of five men to be on duty 
at all times. This, the report 
suggested, could lead to the for­ 
mation of two engine compan­ 
ies that would be available to 
r e s p o nd 
to each structural 
alarm within the city. 
The bureau’s comprehensive 
survey, conducted by inspec­ 
tor J. R. Jones Jr., covered 
all 
p h a s e s of firefighting 
means available to the city. 
This included the water sup­ 
ply system, the fire alarm 
system, fire prevention and 
building codes, along w i t h 
the fire department itself. 
The inspection, the first con­ 
ducted here since 1956, listed 
important 
changes 
and 
im­ 
provements in the city during 
the seven - year period. T h i s 
included Circleville’s new water 
supply and pumping facilities, 
tile new elevated water storage 
tank and extension of large 
diameter water feeder mains. 
Changes within the fire de­ 
partment include the appoint­ 
ment of Wolfe as new chief. 
Operational a d v a n c e s noted 
were the initiation of hose test­ 
ing, pumper testing, a training 


program, 
building 
inspections 
conducted by all members of 
the department. It also listed re­ 
moval of the city’s box tele­ 
graph alarm system.

VISIONS for improved facili­ 
ties here have been referred to 
Circleville C o u n c i l . C h i e f 
Wolfe and Safety Director Mil­ 
ler Fissell plan a thorough re­ 
view of recommendations listed 
in the Inspection Bureau’s re­ 
port. They will coordinate the 
study with members of t h e sc­ 
ions’ safety committee. 
Wolfe said the move to act on 
the recommendations has tw o 
equally important objectives: I. 
to improve the department’s 
firefighting capabilities; 2. 
to 
decrease fire protection insur­ 
ance rates in the city, both resi­ 
dential and commercial. 
A n o t h e r recommendation 
drawing the special attention of 
Chief Wolfe is one pertaining to 
formation of an active, w e l l 
trained volunteer auxiliary to 
assist paid firemen.

WEST POINT, Ky. (AP)—An 
unusual kind of missionary work 
helped scrub away the mud and 
emotional strain left by a spring 
flood in this Ohio River town of 
2,000 population. 
Twenty-five Mennonites com­ 
bined their muscle and kindness 
with tools supplied by the Red 
Cross to clean 22 houses and a 
church after three-fourths of the 
town had been forced to flee the 
worst flood in 20 years in Amer­ 
ica’s midland. 
“They just took over whatev­ 
er dirty job got in their way and 
made things right,” commented 
Police 
Judge 
Gladys 
Stack­ 
house. 
Twelve of 15 Mennonites from 
Elkhart, Ind., are still at work 
daily trying to help the aged and 
helpless rebuild their homes. 
The men belong to the Men­ 
nonite Disaster Service, a pub­ 
lic help group founded 12 years 
ago. Their services are free and 
the disaster work is considered 
part of the religious sect’s mis­ 
sionary program. 
Mrs. Henry Madden pointed 
to the high-water mark in her 
living room and said: “I prayed 
for help, and these Mennonites 
came. People worried about me, 
but I knew I could pray, and 
my help came.” 
Her husband is 83 and just re­ 
covering from surgery. 
“God sent them,” commented 
Miss Lillie Lewis. 
•The men cleaned her home 
when the March flood receded. 
Now they are repairing its in­ 
terior.

West Point is about 30 miles 
southwest of Louisville and was 
perhaps Kentucky’s hardest-hit 
town during the flood. It is at 
the juncture of the Salt and 
Ohio Rivers and is home for 
many of the workers at nearby 
Ft. Knox. 
The Mennonites talk very lit­ 
tle and leave the explanations 
to their leader, Levi Bontreger. 
Asked about the sect’s altru­ 
ism, he produced a pamphlet 
which read, in part: “Bear ye 
one another’s burdens, and so 
fulfill the law of Christ. Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart . . . 
and thy 
neighbor as thyself.”
